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NOTES 


These notes give only the main information which is 
needed for interpreting the Survey figures. Fuller 
lanations are given in Volume I of the Report on 
‘he Annual Survey of Industries, 1961. Major groups 
X Industries covered by each of the 10 volumes are 
specified on the inside front cover page. 


(i) Registered factories—The factories covered by 
this Report are those registered under the 
pe Indian Factories Act, 1948 which employ 
ia 50 or more workers with the aid of power or 100 
or more workers without the aid of power, 
including those which did not work during the 

year. 


“Factory means any premises including the 
| precinóts thereof— 


(a) Whereon ten or more workers are working 
on any day of the preceding twelve months, 
and in any part of which a manufacturing 
prooess i8 being carried on with the aid of 
power, or is ordinarily so carried on, or 

(b) Whereon twenty or more workers are working 
or were working on any day of the preced- 

A ing twelve months, and in any part of which 
a manufacturing process is being carried on 
without the aid of power, or is ordinarily so 
carried on, but does not include a mine 

| subject to the operation of the Mines Act, 
| 1952 or à railway running shed. 


In the case of electric light and power 
industry, owing to ite special nature and organi- 
sation, the unit of enumeration has been 
accepted as “undertaking” irrespective of (s) 
whether the factories owned by the undertaking 
belong to the census or the sample sector of the 
survey and (W) whether or not ite substations 
are registered as factories. Returns on under- 
taking basis, as explained above, were collected 
in the State of Assam, Bihar, Punjab, Rajas- 

= than, Uttar Pradesh, West Bengal and Delhi. In 
Gujarat also returns were collected on the same 
basis except that factories belonging to the 
sample sector of the survey remained excluded. 
In the remaining States, and Union territories, 
change in this respect has been made as from 
the survey year 1962. 


(ti) Average number of days worked—This is com- 
puted by adding the number of days worked 
by the factories in the State or industry as the 
case may be and dividing the aggregate by the 
number of factories which worked during the 
year. 


(83) Productive capital —ÜCapital employed relates 
to 31-12-61 in the case of factories which closed 
their accounts on that date and in other cases 
to the date on which accounts were last closed 
prior to 31st December. It consists of fixed and 
working capital. Fixed capital comprises land, 
buildings including those under construction, 
improvementa to land and other constructions; 
plant, machinery and, tools (including

uninstalled); transport equipment; other fixed 
assets such as furniture, fixtures, eto., and 
intangible assets. Working capital consists 
of stocks of materials stores, fuels, semi- 
finished goods including work-in-progress, and 
finished products and by-products; cash in 
hand and atthe bank and the algebraic sum of 
sundry creditors as represented by (e) out- 
standing factor payments, e.g., rent, wages, 
interest and dividend, (b) purchases of goods 
and services, (c) short-term loans and advances 
and sundry debtors comprising amounts due 
to the factory on account of sale of goods and 
services and advances toward purchase and 
tax payments. Long-term loans and deben- 
tures including advances by proprietors and 
working partners are excluded. 

Rent paid for fixed capital stems taken on lease or 
rent—1t is the amount paid for the use during 
the year of any item of fixed assets taken on 
lease or rent. 


(v) Number of persons employed—The average num- 


ber of persons employed by each factory under 
various heads such as workers, other than 
workers, eto., is computed by taking the total 
attendance of persons in all the shifts on all 
working days and dividing it by the number 
of days worked. These averages are aggre- 
gated for all factories in the State or industry, 
as the case may be, and the aggregate is taken 
as the number of persons employed in the State 
or industry, respectively. It includes persons 
attending and on leave with pay such as sick 
leave, casual leave or paid vacation and also 
those engaged in welfare activities. 


(vi) Workers—The term “Workers” is used in the 


game sense as in the Factories Act, 1948 but 
excludes persons holding positions of super- 
vision or management or employed in a con- ' 
fidential position. Section 2 (l) of the Fac- 
tories Act, 1948 defines worker as a person 
employed directly or through any agenoy 
whether for wages or not, in any manufacturing 


- process or in cleaning any part of the machinery 


or premises used for a manufacturing process 
or in any other kmd of work incidental to or 
connected with manufacturing process. 


Other than workers-—This term includes all em- 


ployees other than workers as defined in (uf) 
above, 


Working proprietors and unpaid family workers— 


The former include all owners of the legal entity, 
individual proprietorship or partnership, who 
are actively engaged in the work of the factory; 
the latter include all persons living in the house- 
hold of any of the proprietors and working in 
the factory without regular pay, for at least 
15 hours per week. Their number though 
shown separately, is included, in the number of 
different categories of employees according as 
they are workers or persons other than workers 


+ 
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(v) Man-hours worked —The number of man-hours 


worked during the year is calculated by multi- 
plying the number of workers employed in each 
shift by the number of hours in the shift and 
aggregating the products for all shifts on all 
the working days in the year. The number of 
man-hours for a State or an industry is the 
total of the number of man-hours worked by 
all factories in that State or industry. 


(viit) Salaries and wages—The term ‘‘salaries/wages’’ 


includes all payments made in cash as compen- 
sation for work done during the year, e.g., basic 
wages, dearness allowance, overtime payments, 
shift allowance, leave wages, wages for paid 
holidays, all bonuses such as profit-sharing 
bonus, production bonus, good attendance 
bonus, incentive bonus, etc., and other cash 
payments made from time to time, regular and 
ad hoc, contractual or ez-gratia. 


(ix) Money value of benefits—This includes the cost 


value or the net cost of the concession in respect 
of supplies made or services rendered such as 
housing, foodgrains, medical, educational, trans- 
port, recreational facilities, ete., payment by 
way of pensions, gratuity, retrenchment and 
layoff benefits; compensation for work injuries 
and occupational diseases, maternity and sick- 
ness benefits; employers’ contributions to 
provident fund; Employees’ State Insurance, 
eto. 


(x) Materials and fuels consumed—This excludes 


any fuel or material manufactured within the 
factory and consumed in it, e.g. electrical energy 
generated and consumed within the factory. 
Coal used in generating the energy is, however, 
included since it is brought into the factory 
from outside. Materials consumed for repair 
and maintenance are included. The value of 
materials, etc., consumed is the cost at the 
factory. It includes the purchase price, trans- 
port charges and other incidental costs. 


(at) Work done by other concerns—This comprises 


work done by other concerns on repair and 
maintenance as also manufacturmg work done 
on materials given out to them. The cost of 
industrial services purchased is inclusive of any 
transport and other charges incurred in this 
connection, 


(xii) Inward transport charges, purchase agency ser- 


vices, eto.—It is the total incidental expenditure 


on the purchase of materials, etc., such as cost 
of transport, purchase agency commission, 
taxes and duties paid, ete. which could not be 
included in the purchase value of any individual 
item of material, etc. It also includes postage, 
stationery and printing expenses, 


(at) Input—tt is gross value of materials and fuels 


ete. consumed work done by other concerns, 
products reported for sale last year but used 
for further manufacture, incidental expendi- 
ture on purchase of materials, etc. non-industrial 
services purchased, depreciation and purchase 
value of goods sold in the same condi- 
tion as purchased, Non-industrial services 
purchased include amounts paid on account of 
audit fee, accounts and bank charges, legal 
expenses, insurance charges, local rates and 
factory licences, etc. Unlike previous years 
1.8. prior to 1960 when depreciation was cal- 
culated at the rate allowed by the Income-Tax 
authorities for assessing taxable income, de- 
preciation has been taken as reported in the 
factories’ returns. 


(xw) Value of products and by-products—It re- 


presents the value of products and by-products 
manufactured for sale during the year. The 
value is ex-factory, 1.e. exclusive of any inci- 
dental expenditure on sales. Products con- 
sumed for further manufacture in the factory 
are excluded. 


(zv) Work done for customers—It comprises work 


done by the factory for other concerns on 
repair and maintenance as also manufacturing 
work done on materials supplied by the latter. 
The value is net of any discount or rebate and 
other drawbacks allowed to customers, and 
payments for carriage outward. 


(xvi) Output—Itisthe aggregate value of products 


and by-products manufactued for sale, work 
done for customers and sale value of goods sold in 
the same condition as purchased and 1s adjusted 
for the difference in stocks of semi-finished goods 
at the beginning and at the end of the survey 
year. 


(xvii) Value added by manufacture—This represents 


that part of the value of the product which is 
created in the factory and is computed by 
deducting from the gross ex-factory value of 
output, the gross value of input.
